lieftue la-en Seen herealMrtits. Much enthusiasm pre- 
vails among all classes and Thiirstlay will, itu- 
ikiubteilly see a record-breaking crowd at the course 
for the iqiening. 

KlalMirate plans are in progress for the social «de 
of the o(H*iiing. Ceneral Trucy Auliert, cwnmander 
of ilie Mexican military forces at Juarez, has 
arrangtsl to attend with his staff and has issued an 
invitation to tlie army tiflicers on the American side 
of tlie international iMMindary to lie his siiecial 
guests for the occasion It is assiiretl that El Paso 
.-<M-iety will lie Well rejiresi-nfed. The leading stores 
of this city are already emlsdlisheil with the Jockey 
Club Juarez isdors in rec-ognition of tin* imiiortanci- 
of tlM- racing s«a-ially and financially. 

Throughout Ibs-emlier and practicidly all of Janu- 
ary. racing in North .\merica will be confined ex- 
4-lusively to Juarez and the attention of the racing 
world will lie f«H-iise<l <ai this city. There is general 
rej.,icing over the iirosfiect that Matt J. Winu, 
James ISntler, Joint <!. Eollansliee. Price iIcKinney 
and the other gentleiueii who art- resttonsible fur tile 
Jwkey Club Juarez, will finally receive some re- 
inibnrseujeut as a reward for the pluck.r fight that 
iliey have made t<i estahlisU raciug here on a high- 
* elass liasis. 

If tile nns-ting should turn out to be as successful 
as now s<s‘uis i.robalile. it may be extemletl he.vtmd 
.March H."*, wlien the one hundred days for which the 
racing is scheduled will exfMre. It is the plan to 
raei- ever.v da.v except Mtaulay, with Simday, in 
accordance with the custom in faitin cooutries, fig- 
uring as the greatest da.v of all. Tlie ring is to lie 
tsHidiictetl on tlie open plan. an,v reputable la.ver 
lieing xiermittwl to cut in and this innovation will 
liavt- much to do with the success of the meeting. 

Practicall.v the entire staff of officials is on hand 
for tile o|ieiiing. Ceneral .Manager Matt J. Winu 
lias Is-eii h«-re for wveral weeks. Charles F. Price 
Is to serve as pr<-siding steward, with W. H. Fench- 
ler aiMl Colonel Winn as bis associates. The filaciug 
judges will embrace W. H. .^lielley, Harry F. Brei- 
vogle ami Edward Jas^ier. The latter named gentle-

ENGLISH STUD BOOK QUALIFICATIONS. 

Ill Vol. XIX. Messrs. W<-atherby published that 
*'tlie increased iui|H>rtatum of burses and mares 
br«-<l iu 1". S. .V. and .Viistralia, which, as stated 
jn I lie last volume. th<Higli act-ei>ted In the Stud 
Ifisvks of iheir own country, cannot lie traced back 
ill all <-ases to tiH- thoroiighhreii stuck exported from 
England, from whieb more or less tbey claim to 
Is* ilesi-cuded, iudiici-d the piililisbers to refer tlie 
<|iH*stioii of admission of such animals into the 
Stud IbMik to the stewards of the Jockey Club as 
lie* highest aiitlsirity on all matters connected with 
the turf. TIh- stewards, after eonsiilting most of 
the jirim-ipal breeilers. came to the conclusion that 
aii.v animal claiiuiug admission should he able tu 
prove salisfaclorily, some eight or nine crosses of 
pure IiIoihI, to trace laick for at least a century, 
and to show such iierformaiu-es of its immediate 
fauiilv as to warrant the lielief in the purity of its 
Idood." 

In Vol. XXI. this means of passport to entr.v in 
the Itritish Stud Book was considerably curtailed 
by llie puiilicatiou of the following notice: “Sinci- 
the last volniiio of the Stud H«s>k was pnblistied 
tlie.v (.Messrs. Weatherliy) have had cause to con- 
sidi*r the advisaliilit.v of admitting into the Stud 
Ibaik hors«-s and mares which cannot be traced to a 
tlioroughlireil iiMit. lint which have ftilfilleil the re- 
<|iiii-ena-iits given in the preface to Vol. XIX. They 
liave d<H-id<sl lliat in the interests of the English 
Smd Book iHi horse or mare <5iii is- admitted unless 
ii can lie traced to a strain alread.v accejiteil in thi- 
earlh-r voluiii«-s «f tlx- Insik. The **,litors, therefore. 
iiiii>i r»*sciiid I lie notice pnlilishcd in Vol. XIX.” 

SOMETHING NEW IN RACING. 

SainI Cloud has furnished another item for com- 
nielli in (lie weighing enclosure, where no incident 
fsiiinii'lisi witli racing is alloweil to pass without lic- 
iiig reviewiil li.v the learneil amateur critics of rac- 
ing law. The Rules of Racing are liCcoming more 
and more voliiiiiinoiis. and .vet aiaairdiiig (o many all 
«-ases liave not Isa-ii fores<*eii. It is expn-ssl.v stipu- 
luiial I hat tlie J<s-ke.v about to ride should carr.v a 
<i-rtain weight. Sharis* was retaineil to ride Orniu7d 
for >1. Camille Blam- at Saint Climd. He had been 
wasting to draw the weight according to the pro- 
gram. and liaviiig liccn passed li.v the judge at tlie 
•o-ales witli a light saddle hastily doiiued a sweater 
to prevent taild and influenza. Ac<-ordlng to rules 
evcr.vHiing carried li.v tlic horst*. excepting plates, 
iiandsgcs. whip, and bridle are to be Incliidi'd in tlie 
weight noted in Ihe official IsKik. aiul must Im- tie 
cfiuiited for on tlie return of the jo«-ke.v after the 
race. IIors«*s carrying less than the weight are dis- 
<liialified. as well as Ihosi- which show an overplus of 
two kilogrammes, or about five |H)iinds. During tli>- 
raci* ill quest hm Hie saddle on which Shariie was rid- 
ing suapped and broke up inlo small pieces, which, 
wilh the girths, irons, and other parts of the riding 
<a|iii|imeiits. were soon strewed about .the course, 
while Sharpe managed to remain on his horse and 
(siiiie ill sei-tmd. When be got into the scale tlie 
lieav.v sw<-ater be bad put on at the last mtiment 
Jiis| iM-rmitted him to draw the weight and secure 
aecouil money for Ids owner, who *‘won by a 
•weater.” — laiodoa SportBoiau.

Doulile F.. Old Gibraltar and Billiken, which are 
to run in tlie name of A. K. House, belong to a 
partuersliip composed of Mr. House, A. C. Foy and 
N. B. Davis. 

J. E. Madden has acturned to I.iexington fr.-mi 
New York, where he si-rved as judge for the thor- 
oughhreil classes in connection with the National 
Horse Show. • 

Joim S. Barbee ami Phil T. Chinn have returnml 
to Ls-xington from Germany, wiH-re they went with 
tlie consignment of thoroughbreds that Catesby 
Woodf«>rd s«-nt over for public sale at Berlin. 

Tlie exe<-ntive committee of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association has suspended the li- 
<-ens«‘s of Jm-keys J. Ryaii and E. J. Pemlierton for 
the rest of 1912 and has tabled M. Yoorell’s applica- 
tion for a Jockey’s license. 

The iKirscs of Robert Davies, seventeen in num- 
lH*r. are now in winter quarters at the Bennhu! 
course. Washington, iu charge of trainer John Nixon. 
Mr. Frank Davies’ Lesh succumbed to an attack of 
pneumonia, and Mr. Davies lost a useful horse. 

On November 9. at a special meeting held in Pari.i. 
a committee apfiuiuted to examine into the question 
of remounts for the French army agreed that in 
future the lireeders of all horses liought for the army 
must he paid a handsome (lercentage on each animal. 
Only French breeders are to participate In this ar 
rangement. 

Two yearlings purchased iiy Murry D. Gordon, of 
Russell. Manitoba, out of the Kentucky Sales Cki.'s 
sale at Lexington last Tuesday, were taken to James 

D. Stevens’ farm, near Lexington, where they will 
be kept for the present. Mr. Gordon wants to ship 
them to Canada, but thought be would wait iintil 
some one else is shipping to his locality. 

Frank O’Neill, who has been riding for \V. K. Van- 
derbilt for the last three seasons, has again given 
that gentleman first <-all on his services. Swond 
call is given to Baron Edonanl de Rothschild. It is 
said that between bis retaining fees from tnrfmen 
in France and bis special retainers to ride in the big 
English stakes. O’Neill now earns nearly $100,000 a 
year. 

There is talk at Honoiiilu of organizing a Jockey 
club and building a race track. The stallion Sileo. 
and the mares Delagoa, Good Cheer, Northwest, 

1., ad.v Toiidlngton and Coppit, hltve recently been 
imported into Hawaii. Delagoa is in foal to Von 
Tronip and has a weanling eolt by the same sire, as 
has Lady Toddington. Northwest has a filly by 
Deutschland. 

James R. Keene will sell at the annual December 
sales in England, on Decembt-r 10. the tliree-yeai- 
olds Casfleton. Wend.v Lady and Havel-ick. Castle- 
ton is a particularly high type horse and it is pre- 
dicted that he will bring a gooil figure when tb<- 
hammer falls. Tlie disiiosing of tliis lot will cIos<* 
out Mr. Keene’s stable now in cliarge of trainer 
Joseph Butters. 

The horses that E. 0. Ruff piirehased for I. H. 
Wlieatcroft for the spring sales in Australia, sailed 
on Novemiier 9 • from San Fraiiclseo. in charge of 
James A. Dodd, of Lexington, and Ed. Nolan, of 
San l-Yaiicisi-o. The ten-year-old bay mare Carcam t 

11., b.v Carbine — Brillante. died in !^ii Franclseo the 
first day after arrival there. The others were iu 
goisl eoudition. 

Harry Iji .Montagne’s horses won iwo jumping 
ra«-»-8 at Vincennes, in France. Saturday. His U<i-*s 
Hampton, with Jo<-ke.v Head riding, beat seven other 
horses for the Prix Ville Evrard. A Iweiit.v franc 
bet paid francs. Mr. lai Montagne’s Revue, 

with jockey Head again riding, captured the bonors 
in the Prix de Lavarenne. Seven other horses ran. 
.A twenty franc bet paid .'!9 fraix-s. Galileuiie, 
owned li.v J. K. Widener. with Kcll.v up. fiiiishe-I 
third in the Prix Boiidy. Joi-key Hoad rode St. 
IVtin. the winner. 

CHARLESTON STAKES WELL PATRONIZED. 

la-xiiigtnii, K.V.. NovciiSht 2.'5. — Frank J. Brnen 
and W. \V. Lyles, representing the Cliarlestoii Fair 
and Racing AssiK-iatioii, were h<a-e today in the In- 
H*rest of the slakes that close tonight for the 
winter and spring meeting at Palmetto Park. “We 
liave met with good siicci'ss,” said Mr. Bnien. 
“There will, I should Judge, lie abont 400 liorses at 
Ciiarlestim when the meeliiig opt-ns January 2Ti.” 

A number of Kentucky stables will lie shipped to 
the Charleston course in about ten days and will 
remain there throughout the coming two months in 
prefiaratioa for the raciug. 



INVITE ENTRIES FOR THE FUTURITY. 

Coney Island Jockey Club Announces Conditions for 
Tentative Running of Stake in 1916. 

New York, November 2-'>. — From time to time, 
since racing has been iu a state of suspension in 
the State of New York, there have lieen frequent 
pitblieatioiis of plans for tlie dismantling of the 
Sbeeiishead Ba.v race course and the cutting up of 
tlKit la-antifnl plot into building lots. A denial has 
come for <-ach succeeding story, but in the mean- 
time the Siieepsheiid Bay racing property has lieen 
idle since the summer meeting of 1910. With the 
most ree-ent issue of Tlie Racing Calendar it is appar- 
ent that fur the time being at least, this magnificent 
racing ground will not lie d«*stroyetl. 'The issue car- 
ries tile aniiuiincement of the opening of iiominatkins 
for the Futurity for Ifil.’i. This Is the most valn- 
alile and tlie most «-ovete<l of all races for two- 
.vear-ohl.s, and for the 191.'i nmiiiiig the entries are 
to close January 2 of next year. 

It will lie rememhereil lliat tlie last Futurity was 
rim over tlie Saratoga rac-e course in 1910 and was 
W«Hi h.v Novelty, at that time racing in the 
(-olors of Samuel ('. Hildi-eth. He lias since lieen 
sold to Cliarles Koliler, tigtetlier with several other 
of the Hildreth horses, and is one of the most 
iiotahle of .American liorses racing in France. 

The announcement of the continuation of the Fu- 
turity, even tboiigli the runnings of 1911 and 1912 
liad to he called off liy reason of the existing laws, 
will lie cheering to the breeders of thoroughbreds 
iu America. The aiiiionncemeut carries the usual 
provisions for the declaring off of the stake if con- 
ditions will not ]H‘riiiit its running.. 

LESSONS FROM THE WAR NOW IN PROGRESS. 

The war In the Balkans, as well as the Italian 
war. should oiien our e.ves to the necessity for .-itim- 
iilating the hreeiliiig of horses. Altlioiigli the auto- 
mobile and aeroplane were used for quick trans- 
INHi.itioii and reconnoitering, the horse was found to 
is- mure than ever iiidis|iensable. Newspaper dis 
patches of the past fortnight liave gloweil with ac- 
eouiits of aehieveiiients h.v cavalry, one Incident in 
partienlar thrilling us with admiration, 'rhis was a 
charge by a regiment of Turkish horsemen uguiust 
far greater luiiiibers of their enemy, which resnited 
in an absolute rout of tlie disinoiiuteil forces. Tiie 
incident is not rolibeil of any of its pertinent sig- 
iiificanci- b.v the fact that the cavalrymen were sub- 
sequently annihilated because of the fact that the.v 
were not pro|ierly siipporteil. The paramount issue 
was that the i-harge was so dashing and made with 
such tour de force (which only a IkkI.v of iiorseinen 
can effecti that the iiifaiitr.v and artillery opposed 
were cut down and utterly demoralizeil for a time, 
and that the mounteil men were not overcome until 
exhausted by tlieir own uiisiipimrted efforts and over- 
wheliiiwl by reinforcements of the enemy. General 
Wood, of oiir army: Mr. Belmont, chairman of the 
Jocke.v I'luh. and niau.v other far-seeing men, who 
have made a study of the subject, have been trying 
to iniprt-ss upon the public the necessity for increas- 
ing <atr supplj- of liorses as a means of defense, real 
iziiig that the beglra of our liest thoroughbred blood 
to foreign shores has already left us so deiileted in 
horsefiesli that if we should be brought to the neces- 
sit.v of imiwrtiiig horses it would require a spnadrun 
of battleships to consort the transports, provideii we 
were at war witii a foreign nation. The lack of 
racing on the big tracks, under the strong discipli’ie 
of the Jockey Club, has caused breeders of thor 
oughbreils to practically stop their operations. Ama- 
teur races at Piping Rock and other places are ve>-y 
admirable and entertaining, but tbey are not of suf- 
ficient magnitude nor popular enough in patronage 
to warrant the re-establisbmuiit of breeding on any- 
thing like the large scale ni'cessary. Public instead 
of only amatenr racing in the neighborhood of New 
York should be re-establlshe<i at the large tracks in 
the near future. The existing magnifi<H*nt plants 
cannot be maintained in idleness for a great while, 
owing to the enormous expense attendant u|icm their 
value as being within such close promixity to the 
center of New York’s (lopulation. Recent decisioiis 
of the courts have been construed as favorable, but 
it is doubtful whether the directors of these large 
associations will take an.v chances of being prose- 
cuted until the questions at issue are settled incon- 
trovertibly. In regard to the necessit.v for thor- 
oughbred blood in our cavalr.r. it is maintained, 
rightly, that with the increased speeil In moving 
armies, due to motor traction and other means of 
transportation, the cavalry horse and officers’ mounts 
must be equally increase in fleetness to keep up 
with the movement. — The Rider and Driver. 

OLD-TIHE LONG-DISTANCE RACES. 

It is enteresting to recall some of the old-timo 
long-distanci* races. In former days, however, speed 
was not regarded as of so niiieb importance, and we 
find a writer inquiring, in ante helium da.vs: “Who 

remembers the time of many of the best horses of 
England and America? Florlzel and Monarch were 
so superior to all competitors as never to he put to 
their speed by an.v of them. In England, b.v handi- 
eapptug, putting heavier weights on tlie best hors«.>s 
to produce an equality, the inferior ones most fro- 
qiientl.v win; and with lightweights they make faster 
races than their siipi'riors.” Following are some of 
the long ago four-mile races:

Dick Doty, four years six months old, 100 pounds, 
iieating Little Flea and others at la^xlngtoii, Kv. in 
7 ::17U— 7:4614. ‘ ‘ 

Reil Eye. seven .vears old. 124 pounds, iieating 
Nina at Broad Rock course — 100 and more feet over 
a mile, near Riehmond. Va.. Nina winning the sec- 
ond heat in 7:46— 7:46iA — 7:49. 

Re<i Eye, aged. 124 iioiinds. beating One-E.veil Joe.
